sorption bases, sul&r and one or more sulfur derivatives; 
Absoibing irritants fiom the skin with the coixqposition; and 
Delivering sulfur to the skin, wherein the skin comprises one or more ofselegtsd 
fipm the group consisting of epidennis, dermis, and stratum comeum. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the high sorption base comprises one or 
more rf- selected ftom the groiq) consisting of non-swelling clay, gum, swelling clay and 
silicon. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein die composition has a pH of about 6.5 to about 8.1. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the composition has a pH of about 7.0 to about 8.1, 

5. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the composition has a pH of about 7.7 to about 8.1 . 

6. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the composition has a pH of about 7.3 to about 7.7. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the non-swelling clay, comprises a hydrated 
aluminum silicate. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the non-swelling clay comprises kaolin. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the non-swelling clay is present at about 1 8.00%. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the sulftir derivative comprises one or more cationic 
sulfiiT compounds. 

11. (Cuirently Amended) The mefliod of claim 1, 2 or 3 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises 
one or more ^ selected from the group consisting of organic sulfides, inorganic sulfides. 
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morganic sulfites, organic mercaptans» inorganic mercaptans, cationic sulfur compounds, 
selenium sulfide, potassium sulfide, poly-potassium sulfide, and poly-caldum poly-sulfide. 
H2S, sulfuric acid, bisulfides, sulfur dioxide, thiols, organic salts, and sodium sulfacetamide. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, 2 or 3 wherein the sulfiir derivatives comprise 
one or more of selected from Ihe group consisting of sodium sulfacetamide, sulfites, and 
moc^tans. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1 , 2 or 3 wherein the sulfiir derivative comprises sodium 
sul&cetamide. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the sulfiir derivative is present at about 10%. 

15. (Ori^nal) The method of claim 1 wherein the sulfiir is preseat at about 5%. 

16. (Original) The metfiod of claim 2 wherein the gum conq)rise5 xanthan gum. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 2 wheran the gum comprises a natural gum. 

1 8. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the gum comprises an artificial gum. 

19. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the gum is present at about 0.30%. 

20. (Currenfly Amended) The method of claim 2 wherein the swelling clay comprises one or more 
ef selected fiom the group consisting of montmorillonite, bentonite, clinoptilolite, vemaicuhte, 
magadite, smectite, laponite, beidellite, and magnesium aluminum silicate. 

21. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the swelling clay comprises magnesium aluminum 
silicate. 

22. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the swelling clay is present at about 1.50%. 

23. (Cuirentty Amended) The method of claim 2 wherein the silicon comprises one ox more of 
selected from the group consisting of silica, colloidal silica, colloidal hydrated silica, 
precipitated silica, silica gels, and siUcon dioxide. 

24. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the silicon comprises silicon dioxide. 
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25. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the silicon is present at about 5.00%. 

26. (Original) The method of claim 2 wherein the composition further comprises water. 

27. (Original) The method of claim 26 wherein the water is present at about 40-50%. 

28. (Original) The method of claim 26 wherein the water is present ai about 41 .76%, 

29. (Original) The method of claim 26 wherein the water is present at about 46.76%. 

30. (Currently Amended) The mcdiod of claim 1, 2 or 3 wherein flie initants comprise one or more 
ef selected ftom the group consisting of sweat, sebum, moisture, epidermal metabolites, 
residue fiom cosmetics and residue fiom pharmaceuticals, 

31. (Ori^nal) A high sorption composition comprising 
Sulfur; 

One or more sulfur derivative and 
One or more hi^ sorption base. 

32. (Currently Amended) The composition of claim 3 1 wherem the high sorption base comprises 
one or more ^ selected from the group consisting of non-swelling clay, gum, swelling clay and 
silicon. 

33. (Original) The composition of claim 31 has a pH of about 6.5 to about 8-1. 

34. (Original) The composition of claim 3 1 has a pH of about 7.0 to about 8.1. 

35. (Original) The composition of claim 31 has a pH of about 7.7 to about 8,1. 

36. (Original) The conq)osition of claim 31 has a pH of about 7.3 to about 7.7. 

37. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the non-swelling clay comprises a hydiated 
aluminum silicate. 

38. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein die non-swelling clay comprises kaolin, 

39. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the non-swelling clay is present at about 
18.00%. 
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40. (Original) The composition of claim 3 1 wherein the sulfur derivative comprises one or moie 
cationic sulfur compounds- 

41. (Cmrently Amended) The composition of claim 31. 32, or 33 wherein the sulfur derivative 
comprises one or more ef selected from the group consisting of organic sulfides, inorganic 
sulfides, inorganic sulfites, organic mercaptans, inorganic morcaptans, cationic sulfur 
compounds, selenium sulfide, potassium sulfide, poly-potassium sulfide, and polycaldum 
polysulfide, HzS, sulfinic acid, bisulfides, sulfur dioxide, thiols, organic salts, and sodium 
sulfacetamide. 

42. (Currently Amended) The composition of claim 31, 32, or 33 wherein the sulfiff derivative 
comprises one or more af selected from toe group consisting of sodium sulfecetamide, sulfites 
and mercaptans. 

43. (Qrigmal) The corrq>osition of claim 3 1, 32 or 33 wherein the snlfiu: derivative comprises 
sodium sulfacetamide. 

44. (Original) The composition of claim 31 wherein tiie sulfur derivative is present at about 10%. 

45. (Original) The composition of claim 31 wherein the sulfur is present at about 5%. 

46. (Original) The con^sition of claim 32 wherein the gum comprises xantiian gum. 

47. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the gum comprises a natural gum. 

48. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein tiie gum comprises an artificial gum. 

49. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the gum is present at about 0.30%. 

50. (Currently Amended) The composition of daun 32 wherein the swdling clay comprises one or 
more of selected fi-om the group consisting of monunorillonite, bentoniie, clinoptilolitB, 
vecmiculite, magadite, smectite, laponite, beidellite, and magnesium aluminum silicate. 

51. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the swelling clay comprises magnesium 
aluminum silicate. 
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52. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the swelling clay is present at about 1 .50%. 

53. (Currently Amended) The composition of claim 32 wherein the silicon comprises one or more 
ef selected fiom the group consisting of siUca, colloidal silica, colloidal hydrated silica, 
precipitated silica, silica gels, and silicon dioxide. 

54. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the silicon comprises silicon dioxide, 

55. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherem the silicon is present at about 5.00%. 

56. (Original) The composition of claim 32 wherein the composition further comprises water. 

57. (Original) The composition of claim 56 wherein the water is present at about 40^50%. 

58. (Original) The composition of claim 56 wherein the water is present at about 41.76%. 

59. (Original) The composition of claim 56 wherem the water is present at about 46.76%.

Applying a composition, wherein the composition comprises one or more high sorption 
bases, sulfur, and one or more sulfur derivatives, wherein the composition has a pH of 
about 6.5 to about 8.1, wherein the high sorption base comprises non-swelling clay, gum, 
swelling clay and silicon; 

Absorbing irritants &om the skin with the composition wherein the irritants comprise one 
or more of selected from the group consisting of sweat, sebum> moisture, epidermal 
metabolites, residue from cosmetics and reside from pharmaceuticals; and 
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Delivering sulfur to the skin, wherein the skin courses one or more ©f selected from the 
Cj^tvX- group consisting of epidoinis, deimis and stratum comeum. 
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
